He 
spoke for three hours and closed with 
an amndment dealirg in gensrai 
terms with transportation, ana aban- 
doning his alternative scheme of last 
year in favor of the immediate im- 
provement of the canals and ports 
and the ultimate construction of a 
railway to the Pacific by the govern- 
ment. 

Both the premier and Mr. Borden 
were in good form.
